Weather for Farmers. 


There are few subjects about which the 
ordinary man will wax. so sarcastic as the 
utter impossibility of pleasing the tillers 
of the soil in the matter of weather. 

Naturally enough, it is not possible for 
any one kind of weather to satisfy the 
farmer completely for more than a very 
few days at a time. The dry, sunny spell 
that is so good for his hay does not suit 


. his turnips, if it lasts very long, and so on 


with all his crops; when one needs rain 
another will need sunshine. 

A short time ago, when a brilliantly fine 
day had succeeded a week of wet weather, 
during which the meadows had suffered, 
people who called at a country garage for 
petrol remarked upon the entire suit- 
ability of that day's weather for the saving 
of the hay in the field adjoining. The man 
who manipulated the petrol pump was 
very peevish about the whole thing. 
‘‘Farmers, how are you,” he said bitterly ; 
““and before you know where you are 
they'll be bawlin’ for the rain.” 


Trees as ‘Drinkers. 


Trees need enormous quantities of water 
to keep them in a healthy condition. An 
apple tree, thirty years old, gives off 
approximately a barrel of water a day in 
summer, and a good-sized birch tree gives 
off nearly two barrels of water on a hot 
day. A single oak tree is known to have 
given off into the air in the form of vapour 
more than one hundred tons of water in a 
single growing season.

When I was at Ardnacrusha in May we 
noticed beneath us, lying against the con- 
crete Wier of the Power House, two huge, 
dead spring fish, much mutilated. How 
they had met their end none could tell. 
Did they face the rush of water from the 
turbines, to be dashed to their death 
somehow. Anyhow, they met death 


violently and unnaturally. They had 
ascended the Tail Race instead of passing 
on up the old river. In June I saw, in 
the course of a few minutes’ watching, 
numbers of fresh-run peal jumping 
within a hundred yards of the Turbine’s 
outlet. A desultory net had been spread 
across the Tail Race, but its ineffective- 
ness was evident enough. Thus, 
immediately above the Ardnacrusha dam, 
we have thousands of disappointed kelts 
yearning for the sea, and, immediately 
below, “numbers of fresh-run salmon 
yearning for the upper waters of the 
river. 

These salmon, however, are a trifle in 
comparison with the eels. Elvers have 
gathered at the foot of the dam in billione 
upon ‘billions. Not only have they 
gathered there in masses at the water's 
edge, but the more venturesome have 
ascended the rock by tee trickle of water 
passing down from the three sluice 
onenings ~ left for development.

Lightship Nautical Schools. 


A friend, who has recently returned 
from a yachting trip around the coast, 
tells me that his craft “ called upon ” 
a number of the Irish _lightships. 
Although the crews lead a very lonely 
life it is not by any means a lazy one. 
Just now the men are very busy painting 
the ships and polishing the gear. They 
have, of course, plenty of spare time, and 
when they doff their work-a-day clothes 
and change into their regulation white 
duck summer uniform they settle down 
to reading or listening in. Many of them 
are adepts in the art of putting fully- 
rigged sailing ships into bottles. They 
sell these curios when they come ashore. 
Most of the men are ambitious, and they 
spend a considerable portion of their 
leisure studying navigation. In fact, 
nowadays the average lightship is a 
regular nautical school. 


Sand-Eel Gatherers. 


While walking along a strand on the 
Donegal coast recently, writes a correspon- 
dent, I noticed a man and a woman, 
engaged in what appeared to be some 
digging operations near the sea’s edge. At 
first y coal not understand’ what they 
were doing, since the sand appeared to be 
as level as a billiard’ table; but on 
app! ing nearer Í saw that they were 
gathering sand-eels. Each was equipped 
with a basket, and an instrument shaped 
like a reaping-hook, with a blunted edge. 
To the unpractised eye there was no sign 
of an eel visible, but the woman, whose 
basket was half full, drew my attention to 
a very +“ w trembling on the shining 
surface. She then plunged her hook into 
the sand about a foot in advance of the 
faint ripple, and with a rapid movement 
of the instrument tossed a fat eel about 
eight inches long into the basket. Having 
kindly invited me to try, she handed me 
the hook and the basket, but although I 
followed her instructions implicitly, I 
could not land a single eel. Indeed, it 
soon became obvious that sand-eel gather- 
ing was one of those higher forms of sport 
for which my temperament is peculiarly 
unfitted. — “ Sure ‘tis all a knack,” said 
my instructress, sympathetically; “if ye 
were at it thirty years like me and himself 
ye'd be able to get them all right.” Sand- 
eels are usually eaten boiled, and the flesh, 
although, perhaps, a ‘little coarse, is quite 


palatable.

On May 18 
when a “ fresh’’ came down, numbers 
fish ran up the pass, which is an 
extremely well thought-out construction, 
One fish was followed and timed. He 
took just fifteen minutes ‘to make the 
passage into the upper water. 

As an ineer, cannot. but admire 
profoundly the Shannon Scheme from end 
to end, while, as an angler, I can only 
hope that immediate steps will be, taken 
to protect the historic Shannon fisheries. 

May I add a footnote about the now 
land-locked salmon in the Head Race 
above Ardnacrusha? This canal is nine 
miles long, and appears to be fairly well 
stocked with trout. Is it within the 
bounds of possibility that nature will find 
a way out. oí the impasse, and that these 
starving kelts, having passed well beyond 
their fresh-water ‘period, wili 
begin to feed? Fry placed many years 
ago in a fresh-water lake in the Argentine 
are said to have developed fully into. 
salmon, and to have bred successfully. 
This is but a step further. It is to 
hoped that the subject will receive the 
fullest attention.

Letters in Ireland. 


Wisely, as we think, the annual congress 
of the Associated Booksellers of Great 
Britain and Ireland is holding its dis- 
cussions behind closed doors. They deal, 
no doubt, with such prosaic, and some- 
times vexatious, matters as discounts and 
the competition of libraries. To the read- 
ing public these discussions would bring 
disillusionment. As it refuses to believe 
that a bishop can have domestic troubles, 
go it likes to be persuaded that bookselling 
is an unworldly trade. To enter a book- 
seller’s shop is to exchange the street’s 
noises for the cathedral’s calm. In that 
altered atmosphere the busiest man 
suddenly finds the gift of leisure. Before 
him, on all sides, lie invitations to in- 
tellectual adventure; from every shelf 
romance beckons—romance robbed of its 
perils, yet retaining its thrills. We impart 
the shop’s qualities to its presiding genius, 
and, if we think of him as a trader at 
all, it is to wonder what his profits buy— 

One-half so precious as the stuff he sells. 


For this reason alone Dublin would give 
a hearty welcome to the associated book- 
sellers, but she has other reasons. Their 
visit reminds us that Dublin formerly was 
famous among the. book-making and book- 
reading cities of Europe ; and it may help 
to revive this tradition. Many things, 
good and bád, have happened to Dublin 
since the booksellers’ last visit in 1912. 
The city has suffered material and moral 
shocks. In some as Mr. krnest 
Blythe argues, the material shocks have 
improved it. The moral shocks, too, may 
improve Dublin if they have stimulated 
pride in her past and hope for her fut re. 


In the Middle Ages Irish scholars 
educated Europe ; the eighteenth 
century Dublin was a city of publishers ; 
by the end of the nineteenth century the 
Irish people had turned, their backs upon 
books. This neglect, we fear, has survived 
‘the political revolution. Mr. Blythe thinks 
that a change is coming which will remove 
our discredit and will bring joy to the 
publishers and booksellers. He predicts 
the rise of a generation which, buying 
books, reading books and thinking about 
books, will be able to recall the ancient 
saints and scholars with no qualms of 
conscience. We hope that Mr. Blythe is 
a true prophet, and some signs of the 
times encourage our hope. One of these 
is the large and continuing increase in 
the. number of our university students. 
We believe that the latest lists of entrances 
at Trinity College and at University 
College, Dublin, were “ records ” for both 
institutions. Ireland's future as a book- 
loving or book-neglecting country is in the 
hands of her universities. ‘The present is 
an illiterate age. Everybody can read, but 
very few can discriminate; and the daily 
newspapers are accepted as a sufficient 
pabulum for minds confronted with all the 
problems of civilisation and all the 
mysteries of life. Only a training in the 
processes of thought and only the creation 
of questing minds will make Ireland 
conscious, through books, of the real 
adventures of spirit and soul, By that 
test our universities will stand or fall, 
and, as they succeed or fail, our book- 
sellers will starve or flourish. 

Censorship is a forbidding portal to the 
book-shop, and the Censorship Act seems 
to have offered an uncomfortable obstruc- 
tion to Mr. Blythe’s train:of thought. He 
defended the Act on the grounds that it 
‘had been, and would continue to be, 
reasonably and sensibly administered ”’ ; 
that none of the books which had been con- 
demned was “of any appreciable literary 
value,” and that the Act: would inflict no 
hardship on booksellers. Mr. Blythe's 
hopes are more creditable than his logic. 
In the first place, even if we allow that 
ithe Act has been administered’ reasonably 
up to the present, there is no guarantee 
‘that it will be so-administered. by future

Censorship finds its 
only excuse in an ignorant public and is 
tolerated only by such a public. When 
the Irish people, as a whole, learn to read 
books, to love them, and to regard them 
as an essential part of the equipment of 
life, the Free State’s Censorship Act will 


perish unwept, unhonoured and—save by 


the satirists of a new age—unsung.

Roads and Rates. 


Interesting proposals were made at 
yesterday's session of the Free State “ De- 
Rating’’ Commission by Mr. David 
Frame, of the Wicklow County Council. 
Mr. Frame’s plan involves the bracketing 
of agricultural ‘‘de-rating’’ with the 
improvement of the Free St: “3 roads, and 
proposes that both schemes shall be 
financed by the Road Fund. For the 
financial year ended March 3ist, 1930, the 
actual revenue from vehicle licence duties 
and import duties on motor vehicles and 
equipment amounted to £1,381,000. 
Supplemented by a tax of 4d. a gallon 
on petrol, this sum would have reached 
£1,836,000—a sum which, in Mr. Frame’s 
opinion, would be sufficient not only to 
build excellent. roads in the Free State, 
but also to ‘‘de-rate’’ agriculture to the 
extent of £600,000 per annum. The 
receipts of the Road Fund, it is estimated, 
will increase by about\£100,000 every year 
for the next ten years, when saturation 
point may be reached; and during that 
period, as Mr. Frame believes, a valuable 
contribution might be made to the 
economic development of the Saerstat. 
He suggests that the Road Fund shall 
be used to provide interest and amortisa- 
tion on a loan of £20,000,000, to be raised 
in instalments over ten years, and to be 
devoted to the building of 
roads, at an average cost of 
£4,500 a mile. In addition to this 
charge, Mr. Frame would earmark a sum 
of £600,000 for the ‘‘de-rating’’ of 
agricultural land—a sum which wopld 
diminish gradually until at the end of 
twenty years it disappeared altogether. 
The imposition of a petrol tax, he argues, 
would enable the Government to reduce 
the existing motor duties; and thus 
farmer and motorist alike would be 
satisfied. It is scheme, 
which, at least, deserves the earnest 
attention of the Free State Govern- 
ment. The ‘‘de-rating’’ of agricultural 
land cannot be undertaken without 
new taxation, and faute de mieux, Mr. 
Frame’s plan seems to be fairly sound, 
Most motorists would welcome a petrol tax 
in return for a reduction in their road

money to purposes of “‘ de-rating 
provide a reasonable solution of a diffcult 
problem. At first sight the finances of the 
scheme are equitable ; but, of course, they 
must be examined by e&pert opinion. 
There is no doubt that the Free State 
farmer is at a disadvantage in comparison 
with his Northern Irish and British 
colleagues, inasmuch as they enjoy the 
benefits of ‘‘ de-rating’’ while he has no 
such assistance from the State. The Road 
Fund, which is swelling every year, seems 
to offer a useful source of revenue for 
‘* de-rating,’’ and the combination of relief 
for the farmers with better roads for the 
general citizen is a novel and attractive 


idea. 


Dictators of Fashion. 


All men with nicely balanced minds will 
deplore the latest extravagances of La 
Mode. At this season of the year the 
dress-designers of Paris, like the manu- 
facturers of motor cars, are preparing 
their “19531 models,” and their establish- 
ments, says the Paris Correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph, are hives of 
activity. Apparently, the designers are as 
anxious that their designs shall not be 
copied as manufacturers of big guns are, 
and the most ridiculous and fantastic pre- 
cautions are being taken to ensure secrecy. 
The embryo ‘‘ models ' are locked up in 
carefully guarded rooms, and any worker 
who breathes a hint of information to the 
outside world is threatened with legal pro- 
ceedings. Surely human imbecility can go 
no further. Fashion, as we believe, is not 
without its value to the world, but to 
invest a waist-line with the sanctity of a 
State secret is no less preposterous than to 
expect classical scholarship in a film- 
actor, The fault does not lie so much 
with the dress-designers as with the public 
that is willing to pay a few hundred 
guineas for an ‘‘exclusive’’ frock— 
‘* exclusive ” in that its hem is inclined 
a millimetre more steeply than that of 
another. Soon, it is said, the Parisian 
dictators of fashion will be divided into as 
many camps as the members of the 
Chamber of Deputies. Then there will be 
a struggle to the death, in the course of 
which Paris’s position in the world of 
clothes will be weakened and, it may be, 
lost irrecoverably. We fail to see how her 
fall will mend matters; for the 
mantle of futility will fall on ‘another 
city’s shoulders, and the insane warfare 
will continue. We are inclined to think 
respectfully of the Victorians, who, if they 
had faults, at least did not lose their 
heads over the dip of a frock. A Swift~ 
or, preferably, a Juvenal—is. wanted to 
curb these ebullitions of the world under

A Russian Change. 


Stalin, if an anonymous article in the 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung is true, 
proposes to assume the office of 
Minister President, or Prime Minister, 
of the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics. This position confers little 
power on its occupant, as Rykoff dis- 
covered to his cost, and it is hard to see 
why Stalin should wish to take it in ex- 
change for his present sphere of very real 
influence. Asa Secretary-General of the 
Bolshevist Party his power surpasses enor- 
mously that of any Russian Minister, and 


‘his will is instant law among the nominal 
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ers of the Soviet. Why, hes be | 


decided to make this apparently valueless I 


exchange? The formidable dictator is un- 
likely to covet the limelight that surrounds 
a constitutional Prime Minister; for he 
hardly can obtain a greater international 
reputation than he has already. Is it 
possible that Stalin's design represents a 
reaction to the tried and constititional 
practices of more respectable countiies? 
Russia has essayed many novelties, and 
her success with them has been anything 
but conspicuous. It may be that she is 
trying to ground the doctrines of Marx on 
the solid basis of conventional politics. 
Perhaps, on the other hand, Stalin realises 
that his incompletely sanctioned power is 
insecure, and prefers a position clothed 
and protected by the forms of law. One 
thing is certain—that, while Stalin is 
Prime Minister, the office will be more 
than nominal. The “' wire-puller of all 
Russia ’’ will not be a puppet of others 
if it can be avoided. Stalin will become 
stronger, rather than weaker, from the 
change; indeed, according fo the 
Allgemeine’s correspondent, he proposes to 
take responsibility for the entire Russian 
policy both at home and abroad.

HOSPITALS AND SWEEPSTAKES. 
TU THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I trust you will find space for my 

answer to Lord Powerscourt’s exposition of 

the hopeless financial condition of our 
hospitals. The remedy is simple, and con- 
sists of the adoption of the American systein. 

The American rich and poor alike use the 

hospitals, and the profits derived from rich 

and millionaire patients gu to the support of 
the: poorer ones. In the United Kingdom 
doctors and nugses combine to run “ nursing 
homes,’ and make large profits therefrom-— 
and no wonder, inasmuch as these private 
homes charge Ritz-Carlton prices and supply 
the accommodation and diet of second-class 
boarding-houses. This must yield large 

ES and, putting it roughly at “ fifty- 
fty,’’ every well-to-do patient should be 

paying in this way for the support of a poor 

one. 

I quite realise that I am attacking vested 
interests, but surely one ought to consider 
the greatest good of the greatest number. I 
should probably not grudge private nursih 
home charges in a hospitaleif I knew that 
was making life easier for someone poorer 
than myself. I have had a wide and varied 
experience in nursing homes, having not only 
had a good many operations and treatments 
myself, but attending those of various mem- 
bers of my family. I have also had experi- 
ence once as an outdoor patient of a big 
London hospital. As there is no relief for 
the middle, rich or better-class poor, I tried 
this experiment partly because I could not 
afford the heavy charges of private nursing 
and doctors, and also because I wanted a new 
experience. 

t certainly opened my eyes as to the way 
those are treated who cannot afford to pay. 
1 offered to pay a reasonable amount, but 
was told that it was “ against rules to pay 
more than 10s. weekly.” I am not going to 


-criticise the actual medical treatment, which, 


in my case, was more or less satisfactory ; 
but I do criticise the utter want of con- 
sideration shown to the waiting applicants— 
hard forms to sit on, cold draughts, and 
long, weary waiting—sometimes all day—to 
be told at the end that one could not be seen 
that day, but must ‘‘come again.” Several 
times I tried to dodge these long, un- 
necessary waits, but each time I was worsted. 
° Until our hospitals are placed on a 
proper Fe “CE” we shall be perpetually 
plagued with these constant wails and per- 
petual appeals to bolster up our * bankrupt 
hospitals.—Yours, etc.,

EUROPEANS’ APPEAL TO 
CONGRESS LEADERS. 
From REvUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 

SIMLA, Friday. 

Speaking in the Legislative Assembly 
to-day Sir Hugh Cocke, the leader of the 
European group, said that there was good 
material in the Simon Report which would 
be exceedingly useful when they met at 
the Round-table Conference. He assured 
the House of European co-operation at 
the Conference, whatever might be the 
position in the past. 

He said :‘‘ There are to-day no die- 
hards among the Europeons in India. 
(Applause.) Our object is to assist India 
to get a suitable Constitution, and if any 
degree of unanimity can be reached at 
the conference, our representatives will do 
their best to press those recommendations 
on the authorities in England. I do not 
see any reason why, having regard to the 
spirit which exists, we should not reach 
an agreement. The die-hards in England, 
who have not been here, or who left India 
years ago, are not going to dictate to 
India, provided we come to a reasonable 
solution of the various problems.”’ 

Sir Hugh Cocke said that if the recom- 
mendations of the Simon Commission were 
carefully examined, it would be found, 
perhaps, that many of them were most 
suitable. In conclusion, he said that, if 
possible, members. of the All-India Con- 
gress should be brought into the confer- 
ence. 


TOWARDS PEACE. 

‘.The first move, however,” he said, 
‘must come from those who have started 
the civil disobedience movement. I feel 
quite sure that the Gavernment will not 
be able to resist any approach from them 
or to resist the desire of responsible men 
to get into touch with the Congress 
leaders at present in jail, and see if they 
can be brought round. | 

“TI hope the Government will make it 
easy for them to get into touch with those 
leaders: for, if members of Congress do 
not go to the conference, it will be said 
aiterwards that the agreement is not 
acceptable, as a large section of Indians 
were not represented. This should be 
avcided, if possible, and those who have 
influence with the Congress party should 
do their best to bring them to the con- 
ference.’’ (Applause.)

The Lambeth Conference yesterday dis- 
cussed the supply. of men for Holy Orders, a 
plan of “ voluntary’’ clergy, and women's 
work in the Church. 

The following official report was issued 
last night :— 

“The ministry of the Church was the 
general title of the subject considered all 
day im this introductory stage of the 
Conference. The attention of the bishops was 
first directed to the supply of men for Holy 
Orders, and the Church’s duty to provide for 
it, and also to the traiming of the clergy 
before and after ordination. 

“The subject was introduced by the Bishop 
of Manchester, the Archbishop of Brisbane, 
the Bishops of Eastern Oregon and Madras, 
who were followed by the Bishops’ of Dela- 
ware,. Gloucester, Ballarat, St. Alban’s, the 
Archbishop of New Zealand, the Bishops of 
Fredericton, the Falkland Islands, Washing- 
ton and Barking. 

**For most of the afternoon the Conferencs 
discussed the work and functions of 
deaconesses, on the introduction of the 
Bishop of Winchester; the possibility of 
develoving a plan of ‘voluntary’ clergy, 
that is, of ordinary men who are engaged in 
secular occupations, for ‘part-time, unpaid 
work as deacons or priests, introduced by 
Bishop Nash, Capetown, and the work and 
ministry of women in the Church, introduced 
by the Bishop of Blackburn. 

“Two other subjects, which will occupy 
the committee which it was resolved to 
appoint, . were also introduced to the 
Conference. Thus, the Bishop of Southwark 
spoke of the Ministry of Healing, with 
reference to the of the Archbishop's 
Committee, published a few years ago by 
the 8.P.C.K. chairman. The late Bishop 
Burge apd the Bishop of Truro and 
Grahamstown spoke of the work and status 
of religious communities. 

“Other bishops who addressed the Con- 
ference during the day were the Bishops 
of Johannesburg, Southampton, Bishop 
Perrin, the Bis of Michigan, the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury and York.”

MR. BLYTHE ON ITS|

BOOKSELLERS’ CONGRESS 
IN DUBLIN.

At the opening session in the Aberdeen 
Hall, Gresham Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, 
of the Congress of the Associated Book- 


ES of Great Britain and Ireland, Mr. 


rnest Blythe, Vice-President of the 
Executive Council, Irish Free State, .cor- 
dially welcomed the delegates to Dublin. 

Mr. H. E. Alden, Oxford, presided. 


MR. EASON. 

Mr. Charles Eason, president of the 
Dublin branch, in intreducing Mr. Blythe, 
said that since the delegates last met in 
Dublin in 1912. great Constitutional 
changes had taken dace, but they in the 
book trade had no concern with them, 
because the material that they handled 
came to a very large extent from Great 
Britain, and this aspect of their business 
continued. During the last ten or twenty 
years a very great improvement had taken 
place in their activities to serve the public 
more efficiently. They had taken a great 
interest in the training of their assistants, 
so that they would be better qualified to 
deal with all classes of books and meet the 
requirements. of their customers. 

egarding the introduction of the 
censorship in the Saorstat, Mr. Eason said 
that this was still in its infancy, but the 
books put on the list by the Censorship 
Board were not books that evér circulated 
widely in this: country. 

‘* Of course,’’ he said, “ we do not know 
what the future holds for us, but we, book- 
sellers, here, are loyal to the Government, 
and will carry out whatever decision it 
comes to, whether we agree with it or 
not.” (Applause. ) 


MR. BLYTHE. 

Mr. Blythe said that the changes which 
had taken place since the Congress last 
met in Dublin were for the better. Most of 
the street in which they were meeting had 
been burned down, but, although the ex- 
base was a costly one, those who were 
1ere, before would agree that. it was im- 
proved. (Laughter.) The Government 
would like to encourage the book trade. 
The bookshop ‘supplemented the work 
of the school and the. work of the 
university. A good bookshop in a cit 
was definitely an educational anda mf 
tural centre. Although a great deal of the 
trade that it did might not have a very 
large relation to higher educational or 
cultural influence, its work, on the whole, 
was bound to be very valuable to the com- 
munity. 

Mr. Blythe said he did not. know if the 
book. trade had ever been specially 
prosperous in this country. A great deal 
of the literary production of Ireland came 
in the days prior to the introduction of 
the printing. press. Political causes pre- 
vented a, continuation of that production, 
or rather interrupted and seriously 
injured it. There was a later period 
when a great deal of printing was done 
in Dublin—at a time when there were a 
good many enterprising printers in the 
city who, when a good Book was produced 
in London, got a copy of it over by 
special messenger and proceeded to get 
out a better and a cheaper edition in 
Dublin. (Latghter.) 


DAYS THAT ARE NO MORE. 

“ Unfortunately,’’ said Mr. Blythe, 
“these days. are no more. After the 
setting up of the Free State efforts were 
made to induce us to have no copyright, 
but these efforts were without avail, and 


‘we have enacted the Copyright Act, which 


ig in operation. This country has given 
birth fo many eminent writers, some: of 
whom, unfortunately, have shaken. the 
dust of the «ity off. their feet, but I 
‘believe that all of them have a great 
deal of affection for Dublin. James 
Joyce has left Dublin—I do -not know 
whether he will come back or not—but 
anybody’ who reads his books will see 
that he is showing a great deal of interest 
in. his native city.” ; 

Mr. Blythe said that they might not 
read even their own eminent writers as 
mych as they ought, or-buy their books 
as often as they should, but he believed 
that the time was not far ahead when it 
would be no longer possible to say, as 
had been said in the past, that the Irish 
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BOOK READING. 
“I believe,” he said, “ that the move- 


ments which are beginning to manifest 


themselves will, before very long, change 
the people of this country from a people 
who do not read many books and who do 
not buy many books, to a people who are 
book readers with the habits that might 
be expected from the descendents of those 
who a great many. centuries ago did 
undoubtedly spread the light of learning 
throughout the whole of Western 
Europe.” 
THE CENSORSHIP AOT. 


Mr. Blythe, dealing with the Censor- 
ship Act, said that a great deal of non- 
sense had been spoken and written about 
1t. 

“ While the bill was passing ta 
the the Dail,” he said, ‘‘ my own attitude 
about it was that when I heard an adyo- 
cate of it speaking I thought I should vote 
against it, and when I heard one of its 
opponents speaking against it I was sure 
it was a good bill and should pass.”’ 

It had been described in such extrava- 
gant. terms as intellectual tyranny, but 
he was satisfied that the Act had been, 
and would continue to be, reasonably and 
sensibly administered. None of the books 
that -were condemned was of any 
appreciable literary value, and nobody 
would lose by being unable to get a copy 
of any of them. The booksellers also 
would’ lose nothing by being unable to 
deal in them, because none of them was 
a book ‘likely to have a very wide cir- 
culation. 

NO INTERFERENCE WITH TRADE. 

The censorship wisely and moderately 
used could get out of the way of the 
public books of an immoral and degrading 
tendency. Nobody could say that the 
censorship interfered with the trade of 
any good class bookseller, or with the 
rights of the intelligent and __ right- 
minded citizen. (Applause.) 

Mr. Alden, on behalf of the members, 
thanked Mr. Blythe. . They. were all glad 
that he considered the interests of the 
book trade bound up with the interests 
of the community. Many of them were 
in Ireland for the first time, but they 
were already deeply ‘impressed by the 
hospitality which was extended to them 
on every side. a 

The meeting then went into private 
session.

Its appearance is very attractive, with its 
low-slung gold fabric body and new-type 
radiator. It is as yet something of an 
unknown quantity, as its s , ex not 
been tried out, so that it will receive its 
first real test on the Phoenix Park course. 

Mr. Morris, who will act as the spare 
driver, and the driver, Mr. R. F. Oats.

THE RACES. 

As regards the races, many people 
appear to labour under a misapprehension 
as to the distinction between the race on 
the first day for cars under 1,500 c.c, and 
the race on the second day for cars over 
1,500 c.c. The real reason for the double 
event is that the Phonix Park course .'s 
too small to allow a large number of cars 
to race around with any degree of safety. 
On such a small course ‘there is always 
danger from a large number of cars on 
the course at the same time, and, in 
addition, the presence of so many impedes 
the actual race, and takes away from its 
merits as an international contest.

ACCIDENT ON T.T. COURSE

“ Aye, lad, ‘it were a grand day’s play, 
but it were Bradman versus England,’ 
said a Yorkshireman, rathet fuefully, as 
he left the Headingley ground to-day, 
when the first md of the ‘third Test 
match was nearing its end. He was right. 
Rarely has Test match cricket seen such a 
one-man show. And what of the young 
man who bore the burden of thé days 
scoring on his élim shoulders ? 

You want: to see Bradman bat te 
realise what manner of man he is. Some- 
body has called him “ the robot run 
getter.’’ Certainly he bats like a machine, 
a very beautifully working machine, with 
every part in perfect order.. Fair-haired, 
with keen, blue eyes, young Bradman re- 
mains entirely unspoiled for all his 
success. , 

1 saw him during the tea interval and 
congratulated him ‘on his great innings. 
He smiled an ingeruous boyish smile. 
“ Nice of you to say that,” he said. “I 
think I have earned a cup of tea.” And 
five minutes later I saw him fetching 
cups of tea for his fellow-cricketers, quite 
unconcernedly, though he had battled wi?) 
the English bowling in the warm sunshine 
throughout the day. 


NIGHTMARE TO BOWLERS. 

Bradman at the crease is remorseless 
and immovable—a  rightmare to any 
bowler. How the bowlers must have hated 
the gleaming yellow blade of his bat, 
with which he fenced with the -bowling 
like a skilled duellist. How they must 
have tired of seeing these dancing feet, 
which darted about the crease, converting 
good length balls into short ones, and then 
to see him smash them to the boundary. 

Bradman’s innings breathed the very 
spirit of youth. It was a gay and: spark- 
ling disrespect of the bowlers of years’ 
more experience than. he has, and 
thoroughly courageous. He went in when 
Australia had lost one wicket for two 
runs, and he stayed there through the 
long day, defying the bowling. 

The 35,000 svectators who crowded into 
the huge mnd took the young 
cricketer to their hearts. They are not an 
emotional people—they do not cheer as 
lustily as a Trent Bridge crowd does—but 
they rose to this golden-haired youth with 
the magical wrists. . 


A PERSISTENT VOICE. 

Chapman, who had lost the toss for the 
first time in his eight Test matches, found 
one. adviser in the crowd, a stentorian- 
vaiced Yorkshireman, who. monotonously 
at the end of every over called out, ‘‘What 
ahout Leyland?’’ Over 250 runs had been 
scored before Chapman called upon the 
young Yorkshire cricketer to bowl. When 
he started it silenced the big-voiced York- 
shire spectator very effectively, indeed ;

The crowd 
laughed heartily, and it was a laugh in 
which Chapman, worried though he must 
have been, joined. For hours the crowd 
waited, ho inst. hope that Brad- 
man would make a mistake, ‘All the guile 
of Dick Tyldesley, Larwood’s speed, and 
Tate's swingers came the same to him. He 
tired a little as the evening sun sent 
shadows across the ground, but his skill 
remained uniinindired: , 

Word went. round the watching thou- 
sands that he was nearing the record score 
of 287 made by R..E. Foster .twenty-six 
years, ago.. Whether Bradman knew it 
himself or not was by no méans certain, 
but he went on to the highesi seore that a 
man has evér made in-a Test match. 

How the .\.arm-hearted crowd cheered. 
For several niinutes the game was held 
up while they cheered and ‘clapped the 
young player. In the excitement people 
never even noticed that one of the stands 
had caught fire. Luckily,. however, an ob- 
servant fireman spotted. the- flames and 
put them out before any serious damage 
was, done. Bradman soon stifled. his 
geese when the cheering died away. 

ut there were more ovations. for him— 
one when he ‘reached 300, and another 
when, at the close of the day, he rétired 
undefeated. Thousands oí people swarmed 
across the ground with the iitention af 
“chairing ” him, but he sprinted as hard 
as he could, and disappeared into the 
pavilion.. There he was’ sur#ounded by 
fellow-players, who showéred théir con- 
gratulations upon him. 

After he had changéd he slipped out by 
a back door, ‘hurried into a waiting car. 
and was driven to his hotél. The’ teams 
attended a local theatre to-nicht.

Little 
could be done with Geary, but Larwood and 
Tate met with severe punishment. There 
came a general appeal he leg-before against 
Woodfull, and next over Bradman, 141 at the 
time, lifted a ball in the direction of mid-on, 
but neither Tate nor Tyldesley could get near 
it. Not long afterwards, however, came the 
fall of the second 
wicket at 194. Wood- 
full, in trying to force 
the ball away te the 
on, missed it and was 
bowled. Devoting 
himself so largely to 
defence, Woodfull had 
only “4 fours in his 50, 
but he had batted 
soundly throughout, 
and in keeping up his 
end for two hours and 
three-quarters, he 
rendered his side in- 
estimable service. No 
further success 
attended England be- 
fore the tea interval, 
Kippax rendering Bradman such useful 
assistance that, in little more than eighty 
minutes, lil runs were added, the total 
at the second adjournment bei 3505, 
with Bradman 220 and Kippax 33. Brad- 
man scored at a great pace to complete 200, 
with the total 268, but then he slowed down 
again, as he had done after his first hundred. 
When 202 he skied a ball to mid-on, but 
Yate could not quite get at it, and Kippax 
when 24 had a narrow escape of nearly being 
caught at mid-off, Leyland making a brilliant 
attempt. (Otherwise the batsmen held the 
upper hand completely. England's bowling 
attained to no particular excellence, and the 
fielding, if not faulty, fell far below the 
standard attained and maintained in the game 
at Lord’s. 

The cricket when, after the tea interval, 
the players returned to the field brought no 
unprovement in England’s fortune. Again 
3radman settled down in masterly fashion, 
and. at the end of four hours and a half at 
the wickets he had raised his seore to 251 
and the total stood at 352. <A little later he 
had beaten his great innings at Lord’s. 
Steadily the total advanced to 385. and at a 
quarter to six Bradman, with 273 to his 
credit, made his first mistake—a. chance at 
the wicket off Geary. Unhappily for Eng- 
land Duckworth dropped the ball. 


FOSTER’S “ RECORD” BROKEN. 

Just afterwards, with the total advanced to 
402, the “reeord’’ of 207 for the third 
Australian wicket in Test matches, by H. J. 
H. Scott and W. L. Murdoch, which dated 
back to 1884, had been exceeded. A few 
minutes later, another, and much greater, 
“record ” had been beaten. Nothing less 
than the highest individual score ever made 
in a match between England and Australia, 
the 287 by R. E. Foster for P. F. Warner's 
team at Sydney. in 1903-1904. This achieve- 
ment was duly recognised by the crowd, who 
cheered lustity for several minutes. The 
splendid stand, whieh lasted two hours forty 
minutes and produced 227 runs, terminated 
when, at 423, a catch in the gully by Chap- 
man disposed of Kippax, who, while over- 
shadowed by his colleague, played very good 
cricket for 77, hittimg, however, during his 
long stay only six 4’s. Joined by McCabe, 
Bradman, after batting five hours and a half, 
completed his 300, with the total 445. 


POOR FIELDING. 

The drawing of stumps found the total at 
458 for three wickets. This was the result 
of five hours fifty minutes triumphant 
cricket. Bradman, batting five hours forty 
minutes, left Off not out 309. This wonderful 
young cricketer, not yet 22 years of 
age, gave an extraordinary display of cool, 
resoureeful, varied and most skilful batting. 
Scarcely did he ever lift the ball, while a 
scored all round the wicket with power and” 
certainty.

Hughes was opposed to E, A. McGuire, the 
last Irishman left in the Singles event, and, 
undoubtedly, next to G. Lyttleton Rogors, 
who was not a competitor, our best player, 
The match was an extremely good one, both 
men playing tennis of a high order ; and the 
Irishman, who took the third set, might with 
a little bit of luck have captured another. 
At the same time it must be admitted that 
there was never any doubt in the minds of 
the onlookers that Hughes would be the 
eventual winner. There was a mastery in his 
methods, a polish in his style, and a cer- 
tainty in his execution that has seldom 
been equalled by any player seen im Dublin. 
He could by no means. be described as a 
hard hitter, ‘yet his pace from the ground is 
such as constantly to take his opponent 
unawares. His volleying, especially on the 
backhand wing, was a delight, and he brought 
off a few drop shots that were miracles of 
touch and judgment. McGuire probably 
slaved as well as he ever has done; he 
bought a good fight, and went down before a 


better man. 


LEE'S VICTORY. 


The other singles semi-final was between 
two Englishmen, Lee sail his younger 
countryman, F . D. Wilde, who is the 
holder of the Irish hard court title, and won 
the English Junior Championship a couple of 
years ago. In this match Lee let. himself go. 
and played magnificent tennis, His driving 
on both wings was splendid, but this espect- 
ally applied to his forehand. Anything that 
came within hitable distance on that flank 
went back like a bullet. His smashing was 
equally severe, and his low volleying sure 
and subtly placed. It seemed that no player 
could resist such an onslaught, but young 
Wilde not only took eight games, but looked 
as if he were worth more.

After the thrills of the Open Championsiuip 
the royal and ancient game had to take a 
seat im the background; for the sporting 
world focussed its attention on the cricket 
Test match at Lord’s, rowing at Henley and 
the lawn tennis championships at Wimbledon. 
Still, although they have been barely noticed, 
there have been some interesting golfing 
avents—for example, the French Open Cham- 
pionship at Dieppe. I always think that it 
is a pity that this event should follow imme- 
diately on top of the ' Open.” Presumably, 
the French authorities fixed the date in order 
to entice the United States players to com- 
pete, but this year the Americans were con- 
spicuous by their absence. 

It is rather remarkable how this season 
the invaders have shunned the important 
competitions, notably the Irish “Open” at 
Vortrush, the Silver Tassie at Gleneagles, and 
now the French “ Open.” It was disappoint- 
ing that scarcely a dozen British professionals 
jcurneyed to Dieppe; for they have far too 
few chances of experiencing 72-hole contests.
